den t, an d to rep o rt all fin din gs to the 
may o r an d co u n cil. 
The co mmissio n decisio n came after a 
sp ecial Mo n day n ight co u n cil sessio n , in 
which the lo cal chap ter o f the NAACP 
p ro p o sed a gran d ju ry in v estigatio n . The 
co u n cil v o ted 6-2 in fav o r o f the gran d 


ju ry p ro be in a straw p o ll. 
Fo llo win g the distu rban ce at the p u blic 
ho u sin g u n its early Satu rday mo rn in g, 
sev eral black s claimed p o lice u sed ex ­ 
cessiv e fo rce to q u ell the distu rban ce. 
Eight residen ts o f the co mp lex were ar­ 
rested in the in ciden t, an d bo th residen ts 
an d p o lice rep o rted in ju ries. 
Sid Harwell, chairman o f the Hu man 
Rights Co mmissio n , said the su bco m­ 
m ittee wo u ld co n tin u e 
gatherin g 
testimo n y an d in fo rmatio n abo u t the in ­ 
ciden t, an d co u ld mak e its fin din gs 
av ailable to a gran d ju ry , sho u ld o n e be 
called. 
He said he did n o t agree with a su gges­ 
tio n 
by co mmittee member Ben n y 
W'illiams to dro p the in v estigatio n an d

CHARLESTON, Mo (AP) - Fo rmer 
Misso u ri Go v . Warren Hearn es said to ­ 
day he was co n siderin g ru n n in g either 
fo r state au dito r o r Co n gress in 1978. 
Hearn es said he wo u ld n o t mak e a deci­ 
sio n o n his fu tu re electio n p lan s u n til 
after the first o f the y ear. 
The fo rmer state chief ex ecu tiv e said 
he was co n siderin g ru n n in g fo r U.S. 
rep resen tativ e fro m the lOth District, o r 
the au dito r’s p o st. 
“I’v e had a lo t o f u rgin g fro m frien ds 
o n bo th races,’’ Hearn es said in a 
telep ho n e in terv iew fro m his Charlesto n 
law o ffices. “Bu t I hav e to ld them I will 
n o t mak e a decisio n u n til the first o f the 
y ear. 
Hearn es said he was thin k in g abo u t 
ru n n in g fo r the co n gressio n al seat n o w 
held by Rep . Bill Bu rliso n , D-Mo , which 
in clu des 19 co u n ties in the so u theastern 
p art o f the state. 
Ho wev er, Hearn es added that he was 
lean in g to ward the au dito r’s race. 


“My in clin atio n has alway s been mo re 
to ward a statewide race,’’ Hearn es said. 
“In all p ro bablity if I do mak e a race it 
will be fo r state au dito r” 


The cu rren t au dito r, Tho mas Key es, 
was ap p o o in ted by Go v . Jo sep h Teasdale 
early this y ear, when fo rmer au dito r 
Geo rge Lehr resign ed. 
Hearn es said o n e reaso n he was lean ­ 
in g to ward the au dito r’s race was that he 
had sp en t mu ch o f his life in Jefferso n 
City . 
Hearn es is the o n ly man to serv e two 
su ccessiv e fu ll terms as go v ern o r. The 
state Co n situ tio n was chan ged du rin g his 
first term to allo w the go v ern o r to serv e 
two terms. 


Sin ce leav in g o ffice Hearn es has been 
p racticin g law in Charlesto n an d St. 
Lo u is. 
Hearn es also said the au dito r’s race 
was mo re attractiv e becau se it was the 
o n ly statewide o ffice u p fo r electio n in 
1978 an d thu s wo u ld head the tick et. 
The fo rmer go v ern o r said he had “ac­ 
cess to p o lls’’ sho win g there wo u ld be a 
fav o rable reactio n to his can didacy fo r 
p u blic o ffice again o n a statewide basis. 
H earn es w as an u n su ccessfu l 
can didate fo r the U.S. Sen ate last y ear. 
Rep . Jerry Litto n , D-Mo , wo n the 
Demo cratic p rimary bu t was k illed elec­ 
tio n n ight in a p lan e crash o n the way to 
his v icto ry celebratio n . 
L ater, 
the 
D e m o c ra tic S ta te 
Co mmittee selected Hearn es as the p ar­ 
ty ’s can didate fo r the gen eral electio n . 
Atto rn ey Gen eral Jo hn Dan fo rth, the 
Rep u blican n o min ee, wo n 
the U.S. 
Sen ate seat in a lan dslide electio n . 


A fo u r-y ear in v estigatio n in to Hearn es’ 
fin an cial dealin gs, dro p p ed recen tly , 
figu res in his decisio n to attem p t an o ther 
statewide p o litical race, the fo rmer 
go v ern o r said. 


In Sep tember, the U.S. atto rn ey fo r 
western Misso u ri, Ro n ald Reed, an ­ 
n o u n ced his o ffice was dro p p in g its in ­ 
v estigatio n o f Hearn es becau se o f a lack 
o f ev iden ce to p ress charges. 


Hearn es said “ a lo t o f p eo p le’’ had a 
n egativ e reactio n to the in v estigatio n 
becau se it to o k su ch a lo n g time to brin g 
it to a clo se. 


No w, tho se p eo p le wo u ld be recep tiv e 
to him ru n n in g again fo r p u blic o ffice, 
Hearn es su ggested. 


simp ly req u est a gran d ju ry in v estiga­ 
tio n . 
“Sin ce we were ap p o in ted by the City 
Co u n cil, we sho u ld p ro ceed. If we wait 
fo r the gran d ju ry , an d I do n ’t thin k there 
will be o n e, we might wait sev eral week s. 
Memo ries are hazy , an d an in v estigatio n 
three week s fro m n o w is n o t as efficien t 
as an in v estigatio n right n o w,’’ Harwell 
said. 


Co mmissio n member Haro ld Vo gel 
said he also felt the co mmissio n sho u ld 
merely adv ise the co u n cil to p ro ceed 
with a gran d ju ry , an d said he saw n o 
n eed to du p licate in v estigatio n s. 
Williams said he felt a su bco mmittee 
in v estigatio n wo u ld be p o in tless, in light 
o f a statemen t made Mo n day n ight by 


Po lice Chief William F. Miller. Miller 
to ld Harwell the su bco mmittee co u ld n o t 
in terv iew an y p o licemen in v o lv ed in the 
in ciden t becau se Miller had ask ed Pro ­ 
secu tin g Atto rn ey Mark Kemp to n to 
stu dy the p o ssibility o f filin g state 
charges again st p erso n s arrested in co n ­ 
n ectio n with the distu rban ce. Kemp to n 
had adv ised again st p ermittin g in ter­ 
v iews with p o lice, he said. 
Sev eral members ex p ressed do u bt that 
a gran d ju ry wo u ld be called, an d fo r that 
reaso n s back ed the decisio n to co n tin u e 
the co mmissio n in v estigatio n . 
At Mo n day n ight’s sp ecial City Co u n cil 
meetin g, Harwell argu ed fo r p ermittin g 
the Hu man Rights Co mmissio n to in ­ 
v estigate the in ciden t, rather than a 


gran d ju ry He said the co mmissio n ’s 
su bco mmittee had already u n co v ered 
so me “in co n sisten cies” in p o lice v er­ 
sio n s o f what hap p en ed, bu t co n ceded 
that acco u n ts o f so me Bu ck n er residen ts 
also v aried. 
Partially in resp o n se to the week en d’s 
in ciden ts, the co mmissio n also ap p o in ted 
a fo u r-member co mmittee to seek fu n d­ 
in g fo r a race relatio n s edu catio n p ro ­ 
gram fo r city emp lo y es. 
Co mmissio n member Charlie Mo o n , 
who su ggested the p ro gram, said all 
p u blic emp lo y es sho u ld be in v o lv ed in the 
p ro gram first, an d then p o ssibly scho o l 
children an d lo cal edu cato rs. 
Harwell said he has written the go v er­ 
n o rs o f Califo rn ia, Tex as an d Arizo n a, 


which n o w u se similar edu catio n al p ro ­ 
grams in the scho o ls, an d ask ed fo r 
detailed in fo rmatio n o n their race rela­ 
tio n s co u rses. 
Harwell 
said 
he 
su p erv ised the 
establishmen t o f a race relatio n s co u rse 
in the Air Fo rce that n o w has been 
ado p ted by the Dep artmen t o f Defen se 
fo r u se in all serv ice bran ches, an d said if 
lo cal scho o ls do n o t p ro v ide su ch co u rses 
n o w, they sho u ld 
“We can n ev er elimin ate p reju dice an d 
bias. Bu t if we can teach children an d 
adu lts to reco gn ize it, we can co n tro l it,” 
he said.

TAFT, Calif. (.AP) — Three wo rk ers dan glin g help lessly in 
a bask et abo v e an o il well were bu rn ed to death when the well 
ex p lo ded, fo rcin g o fficials early to day to sen d fo r famed o il 
fire battler Red Adair. 
The blaze at the sp rawlin g Elk Hills Nav al Oil Reserv e, the 
n atio n ’s largest reserv e o u tside Alask a, began Tu esday with 
an ex p lo sio n deep in side the 7 ,000-fo o t well. A gey ser o f o il 
an d flames sp ewed mo re than 100 feet in to the air. 
The blast blew the three men o u t o f their su sp en ded bask et 
an d hu rtled them mo re than 50 feet fro m the o il rig, said Kern 
Co u n ty Fire Dep artmen t Cap t. Ro n Marshall. 
“On e man go t u p an d tried to ru n , bu t he co llap sed after 
abo u t 125 feet,” said Marshall. “All their clo thes were bu rn ed 
o ff Two o f them still were wearin g their heav y wo rk bo o ts.” 
Iden tities o f the v ictims were n o t released. 
Weary o il field crews fro m this tin y to wn 14 0 miles n o rth o f 
Lo s An geles wo rk ed to day to assemble eight to ten 5 00-barrel 
water tan k s n ear the well fo r Adair’s Ho u sto n -based crew 
“We’re p o u rin g 900 gallo n s o f water a min u te o n to the 
flames, bu t there’s n o way they can shu t o ff the flo w o f o il so 
they ’re lettin g it bu rn ,” said Marshall. 
“Ev en if they were able to get in , they believ e the co n tro l 
dev ices to shu t it o ff were destro y ed in the ex p lo sio n an d 
fire.” 
Officials said there were n o bu ildin gs within half a mile o f 
the fire an d that n o o ther o il wells ap p eared to be in dan ger 
All o il lin es n ear the fire were shu t do wn , said Ho ward 
Schlieman , gen eral man ager o f Williams Bro thers En gin eer­ 
in g o f Tu lsa, Ok la., p rime co n tracto r o f drillin g o p eratio n s at 
Elk Hills, where an estimated o n e billio n barrels o f o il is 
sto red u n dergro u n d 
“ It was either hu man erro r o r mechan ical failu re, bu t we 
may n ev er k n o w which,” said Schlieman . 
The well eru p ted in to flames when a p ack er bein g p laced 
in to the well became jammed Tu esday . 
A p ack er is a do u ghn u t-shap ed dev ice design ed to k eep o il 
an d gas fro m escap in g aro u n d the o u tside o f the drillin g ro d

Hugh es' utopian town 


may have crowds soon

RUGBY, Tenn. ( A P ) - A t a 
visitor’s touch, the front door 
of Thomas Hughes’ vacant, 
well-kept home swings open 
on the center of utopia. 
In the drawing room, a 
chess set on the center table 
awaits the return of the last 
founder of an English colony 
in North America. 
Except for a paved highway 
before the green board-and- 
batten house and 97 interven­ 
ing years, it’s much as it was 
when the author of “ Tom 
Brown’s School Days’’ sat 
beneath the trees in his back 
yard listening to the whispers 
of the summer’s breeze. 
Hughes’ dream of a com­ 
m unity 
where everyone 
shared equally, 
died 
four 
years after it began in 1880. 
But a contemporary dream 
lives: the Rugby Restoration 
Association hopes to make the 
Morgan County town an at­ 
traction for historians and 
tourists. The U.S. Interior 
Department recently approv­ 
ed a $109,945 grant for a park. 
But like Hughes’ dream, the 
assdciation’s plans have had 
frustrations. 
Arsonists this 
past summer torched one of 
the first buildings erected, the 
renovated Board of Aid to 
Land Ownership office. 
Irreplaceable photographs 
were lost in the flames, pic­ 
tures of 
Hughes 
and his 
followers. Another building, to 
be used as a library, also 
burned. 
A popular member of Bri­ 
tain’s Parliament, 
Hughes 
was repelled by primogeni­ 
ture, the ancient English law 


that left other than the first­ 
born sons of nobility to starve 
like gentlemen 


Only the eldest son inherited 
his father’s title and the fami­ 
ly’s fortune. The younger sons 
had to earn their way in the 
already crowded professions 
of law, medicine and the 
clergy. 
Aided by wealthy friends, 
Hughes purchased 75,000 
acres of Cumberland Moun­ 
tain 
greenlands 
from 
the 
Boston Land Co. in 1870. 
Hughes envisioned a colony 
of eager young men develop­ 
ing model farms and gardens, 
operating a cannery, vineyard 
and 
m ill 
— 
occupations 
custom 
forbade 
them 
in 
England. 
They 
knew lit t le of 
agriculture and were more in­ 
terested in tennis, afternoon 
tea 
and 
daily 
baths — 
something unheard of in 19th- 
century East Tennessee. 


At its zenith, the community 
had about 50 buildings and 450 
residents — scientists, doc­ 
tors, lawyers and assorted 
members of the landed gen­ 
try. 
Seventeen 
buildings 
remain. 
Their American neighbors 


noted the area was settled 
with flintlock and broadaxes, 
while the newcomers were 
outfitted mainly with the coin 
of the realm. 
The community’s first 
winter was one of the coldest 
on record. There was a sum­ 
mer drought, and an outbreak 
of typhoid that killed several 
community leaders followed. 
Then the Southern Railway 
broke its promise to lay a 
seven-mile 
spur to'the 
community. 


Backers of the project were 
worried. AI the money was go­ 
ing out, 
including $250,000 
Hughes invested, and it was 
doubtful the debts of the 
founding company would ever 
be paid

plete. The soybean harvest is 
running about 10 days behind 
normal. 
The harvest of the corn crop 
progressed last week to 65 per

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (A P )- 
Missouri merchants in this 
border city have seen their 
customers drive across the 
state line in droves for 15 
years of Sundays to go shop­ 
ping in Kansas 
Officials say this has been 
costing Kansas City, 
Mo., 
more than $2 million a year in 
sales 
tax 
and other tax 
revenues. 
Neighboring In­ 
dependence estimates it loses 
about $500,000 a year. 
And a ll b ecau se 
of 
Missouri’s blue law or legal 
restriction on Sunday sales, 
which Kansas kicked over in 
1962. 
For years, efforts have been 
made to get Missouri in on 
some of the Sunday action, but 
to no avail. 
Now this could change. On 
Nov. 8, the voters of Clay, 
Jackson and Platte counties in 
Missouri will be able to vote to 
legalize sales of most mer­ 
chandise on Sundays. 
In 22 states, the blue law 
prohibits the sale of non- 
essential goods on Sundays. 
Only food and certain other 


goods designated necessities 
in the statutes can be sold, 
which 
forces 
most 
large 
department 
stores and 
speciality shops to close their 
doors on the last day of the 
weekend. 
Designating certain items 
as necessities is dangerous 
business, the law’s detractors 
say. Missouri’s blue law, for 
example, allows the sale of 
guns and ammunition on Sun­ 
days but prohibits the sale of 
baby bottles, hoses and light 
bulbs. 
Both states had similar blue 
laws until the early 1960s when 
the supreme courts of the two 
states ruled the laws void. 
Missouri responded by adopt­ 
ing a form of the blue law that 
complied with the supreme 
court ruling. But Kansas re­ 
jected repeated attempts in its 
legislature to re-enact any 
form of the law which it pass­ 
ed in 1861. 
Before its ban on Sunday 
sales was ruled unconstitu­ 
tional, Missouri had the law on 
its books for 138 years. 
Last year, after repeated at­ 
tempts by Kansas City-area 
legislators to repeal the law. 


the Missouri Legislature pass­ 
ed a bill allowing only the 
three counties in metropolitan 
Kansas City to vote on the 
proposal. 
Growth 
of 
incorporated 
suburbs in both Missouri and 
Kansas has long been a sore 
point with Kansas City, Mo., 
officials. Right-to-work laws 
and legal Sunday sales in Kan­ 
sas are said to have done 
much to entice shops and in­ 
dustry to the Sunflower State. 
Most of the states bordering 
Missouri—including 
Arkan­ 
sas, Illinois, Iowa and Kan­ 
sas—allow 
Sunday 
sales, 
which makes enforcing the 
law particularly unpopular 
near Missouri borders 
At the other side of the state 
in St. Louis, the legal sale of 
merchandise on Sunday in 
western Illinois communities 
has created less of a stir Il­ 
linois and Missouri 
are 
separated by the Mississippi 
River and access to Illinois 
stores is 
slightly 
more 
troublesome than access to 
Kansas stores at the other side 
of the state. 
Until recently. St. Louis’ 
major department stores and 


the strong retail clerks union 
had resisted attempts to allow 
Sunday sales. But the depart­ 
ment stores agreed in 1975 not 
to fight repeal of the blue law, 
even though they did not agree 
to support Sunday sales. 
State legislators from the St. 
Louis area have traditionally 
been reluctant to throw their 
support behind repeal of the 
blue law, and fought attempts 
to include the St. Louis area 
counties in the recently- 
passed measure. 
Lobby groups traditionally 
favoring the ban on Sunday 
s a l e s h a v e 
in c l u d e d 
automobile dealers, small 
retailers, the retail clerks 
union and Christian organiza­ 
tions. Their reasons vary from 
not wanting to be forced to 
work on a Sunday to preserv­ 
ing a day of rest. 
State Rep. Phillip Scaglia, 
D-Kansas City, has led a 
crusade against the blue law 
in Missouri since he began his 
first term in the House 12 
years ago. Until last year, his 
efforts were unsuccessful, it 
was 1976 before his blue law 
repeal bills even made it to the 
floor of the House for debate.

During 1977, he went on the 
offensive with a push for strict 
enforcement of the law. He 
and his workers purchased 
goods in several Missouri 
counties on Sundays and took 
the evidence to local pro­ 
secuting attorneys demanding 
that charges be filed against 
the stores selling the goods. 
The battle plan was intend­ 
ed to create a political climate 
where Missourians would ask 
their legislators to repeal the 
law. The plan worked to the 
extent that the Missouri 
General Assembly acquiesced 
to a repeal referendum for the 
Kansas City area counties 
only. 
Many blue law advocates in 
the Bible Belt believe allowing 
Sunday sales will result in par­ 
tial abandonment of the fami­ 
ly unit’s time together on 
Sundays, 
But critics say that argu­ 
ment is weak. 
“ Sundays, now, are filled 
with football,” says Joe Ser- 
viss, Kansas City councilman 
who favors repeal of the blue 
law. “ Those who go to church 
on Sunday will continue to go 
to church on Sunday, Those 
who go shopping on Sunday 
will continue to go shopping.” 
And they’ll be buying and 
paying sales tax in Kansas Ci­ 
ty and Missouri rather than 
Kansas, he added.

Davis. 33. of St

tent to kill and resisting ar­ 
rest, authorities said. He was 
ordered held without bail by-

magistrate 
William 
Lohmar Jr. 
He is accused of shooting 
26-year-old Gary Stroud 
Stroud, the father of three 
children, died early Tuesday- 
morning in St. Joseph Hospital 
in St. Charles. He reportedly 
was hit in the chest and arm. 


Police gave this account of 
the incident, the second time 
in a little over a year that a St 
Charles police officer has been 
killed: 
Stroud and officer Leslie 
Simpson arrived at 
a St. 
Charles 
tavern, 
following 
reports 
that 
a 
man 
was 
flourishing a gun outside. The 
suspect, who police later iden­ 
tified as Davis, drove off with 
Stroud in pursuit. 
Simpson said he followed on­ 
ly to see Stroud’s car stop sud­ 
denly at an intersection. He 
said that when he heard shots, 
he jumped out of his squad car 
and emptied his revolver at

WASHINGTON — The go v ernment is 
cracking do wn o n 6 80,000 Americans who 
hav e failed to pay back their student 
lo ans. Iro nically , tho usands o f these 
deadbeats hav e used their go v ernment- 
financed educatio n to land jo bs with 
federal bureaucracies.

Secretary J o seph Califano is co nsidering 
whether to hire debt co llectio n agencies 
to reco up the mo re than S9 00 millio n in 
o utstanding lo an pay ments. This is the 
first co ncerted effo rt by the go v ernment 
to co llect the tax pay ers’ mo ney o n these 
bad lo ans. 


Califano do esn’t like the idea o f hiring 
priv ate debt co llecto rs, but he thinks it is 
belter than creating ano ther go v ernment 
bureaucracy to pursue the delinquents. 


Within a few day s, Califano will feed 
the name o f the debto rs, including tho se 
who wo rk fo r Uncle Sam, into an HEW 
co mputer He will send them co llectio n 
letters as the first step. Already , the 
HEW chief has disco v ered o v er 3 00 
w o rkers in his o wn department who hav e 
defaulted o n their student lo ans. 


Fo r y ears, no o ne has bo thered to pur­ 
sue the 6 80,000 debt-skippers. The lend­ 
ing institutio ns failed to v igo ro usly chase 
them do wn because the lo ans were 
guaranteed by the go v ernment. .And the 
bureaucrats were co ntent to issue an o c­ 
casio nal press release bemo aning the 
lack o f repay ment.

Carter called fo r many o f these same 
measures during his presidential cam­ 
paign The bill’s backers, therefo re, ex ­ 
pected to hav e his suppo rt. But they 
didn’t recko n with Energy Secretary 
J ames Schlesinger, who persuaded the 
President to o ffer his o wn legislatio n, 


Schlesinger came o ut o f the o ld Ato mic 
Energy Co mmissio n where he dev elo ped 
into an adv o cate and apo lo gist fo r 
nuclear energy . Parts o f the measure he 
pushed upo n the 
President, 
indeed, 
might well hav e been written by the 
nuclear industry , which stands to make 
billio ns fro m U.S. ex po rt o f nuclear 
techno lo gy and materials. 


The Schlesinger bill, which was quietly 
drafted by his staff, wo uld substitute 
v ague "go als” in place o f mandato ry 
co ntro ls. Bo th Schlesinger and the State

Capito l Hill ^0 push the watered-do wn 


measure and to kill the stro nger legisla­ 
tio n. 


The lo bby ists included such big guns as 
J o seph Ny e, Lo uis No senzo and Gerard 
Smo th One referred co ntemptuo usly to 
the to ugh bill with its 18-mo nth cut-o ff 
pro v isio n, as the "18-mo nth guillo tine,” 
After o ne grimly po lite sessio n with 
Senate staff members, the lo bby ists also 
implied that the President might v eto 
any legislatio n that went to o far to suit 
him. 


The White Ho use persuaders were 
jo ined by lo bby ists fro m Westingho use, 
General H ectric and the American 
Nuclear Energy Co uncil, an industrial 
trade gro up Westingho use alo ne fielded 
a full team o f lo bby ists o n Capito l Hill. 


With the White Ho use and nuclear in­ 
dustry wo rking in tandem, members o f 
the key .Senate co mmittees began to 
buckle. Sens. J ames McClure, R-Idaho ; 
Pete Do minici, R-N.M.; Cliff Hansen, R- 
Wy o .; and Stro m Thurmo nd, R-S.C., 
quickly sided with the industry But Sens. 
Frank Church, D-ldaho , and Richard 
Sto ne, D-Fla,, also jo ined the co nser­ 
v ativ e Republicans to weaken the bill. 


No w the tattered bill, which passed the 
Ho use in a stro nger v ersio n, is o n its way 
to the fuy Senate.

We hear a lo t abo ut such human rights 
v io latio ns these day s in natio ns fro m 
So uth Africa to the So v iet Unio n. We co n­ 
demn them, and we ex pect the U.S 
go v ernment to do likewise. 


But we hear little and say less abo ut 
the so metimes brutal depriv atio n o f 
human rights taking place o n the West 
Bank, Gaza, the Sinai — in all the o c­ 
cupied .Arab territo ries no w co ntro lled by - 
Israel. 


On the who le, we prefer no t to kno w. 


Israel is special. No o ther natio n can 
match its claims o n the emo tio nal 
allegiance o f the American peo ple. No 
o ther natio n ev en appro aches its clo ut 
with 
the 
A m erican 
go v ernm ent, 
especially the Co ngress. 


That is why there was so mething ex ­ 
trao rdinary abo ut a Senate subco m­ 
mittee hearing this mo nth o n the plight o f 
Arabs liv ing o n the West Bank and o ther 
o ccupied territo ries Israel has held fo r 
the past decade. 


Witnesses with 
names like 
Salim 
Tamari. Ibrahim Bakkak and Fawzi .Al- 
Asmar do no t appear v ery o ften o n 
Capito l Hill. Mo st members o f Co ngress 
wo uld prefer no t to co nfro nt the kind o f 
testimo ny such men can present. 


But Sen. J ames Abo urezk, D-S I)., is 
different. Of Lebanese descent, he is the 
o nly member o f Co ngress bo th o penly 
critical o f Israel and o penly suppo rtiv e o f 
the Palestinian Arabs. 


And Abo urezk is determined that his 
co lleagues and his co untry men shall 
kno w 
what 
is 
happening with 
the 
establishment o f J ewish settlements o n 
the West Bank, the area mo st o ften pin­ 
po inted as the lo gical site fo r a Palesti­ 
nian ho meland o nce an o v erall Middle 
East peace is established. 


Fo r two day s, .Arab witnesses to ld the 
Senate refugee subco mittee o f which 
Abo urezk is a member ho w the Israeli 
go v ernment has co nfiscated Arab lands 
in the o ccupied territo ries to build set­ 
tlements where o nly J ews may liv e 


They testified that Arab intellectuals, 
univ ersity pro fesso rs, 
engineers and 
o ther pro fessio nals hav e been subjected 
to midnight interro gatio ns, ho use arrest, 
mo nths o f detentio n witho ut trial and 
ev en depo rtatio n witho ut the slightest ex ­ 
ercise o f due pro cess. 


They charged that Arab wo rkers are 
hired as "cheap labo r” to co nstruct 
J ewish 
settlements 
at 
wages 
that 
av erage 4Ü per cent less than tho se paid 
to Israelis. 


They said Arabs are being driv en fro m 
their ho mes and their lands by critical 
sho rtages o f ho using and emplo y ment, 
while J ewish settlers arriv e in ev er­ 
gro wing numbers. Tho se who leav e, 
desperate to find a means to suppo rt 
their families, usually are no t permitted 
to return, they claimed 
Their testimo ny was co rro bo rated by 
an Israeli citizen, Dr. Israel Shahak, a 
'law pro fesso r at Hebrew Univ ersity , who 
deno unced go v ernment v io latio ns o f the 
rights o f West Bank Arabs 


"The two mo st significant aspects o f 
tho se v io latio ns," Shahak said, "appear 
to be the co nfiscatio n o f land, carried o ut 
in a particularly cruel and unjust way , 
and the creatio n o f a regime o f inequality 
and racist discriminatio n.” 


It was disturbing testimo ny , unplea­ 
sant in the ex treme fo r tho se who prefer 
to believ e that Israel can do no wro ng. 
But it was impo rtant. 


The Palestinian questio n, no w mo re 
than ev er, remains the key to a peace set­ 
tlement in the Middle East. Israeli co l­ 
o nizatio n o f the West Bank, and the 
distressing human and civ il rights v io la­ 
tio ns that hav e acco mpanied it, can o nly 
be v iewed as an o bstacle to peace,

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo. 
(.\P) - Retail food prices 
were erratic last week, with 
Increases ranging up to six 
cents over the week before 
and decreases as high as 13 
cents, according to the weekly 
marketbasket survey by the 
Missouri Farm Bureau. 
The survey of selected food 
items in 50 stores across the 
state showed sirloin steak up a 
nickel at $1.91 a pound while 
T-bone steak fell the same' 
amount to $2.10 a pound. 
Round steak at $1.43 a pound 
was four cents higher and beef 
blade roast rose three cents a 
pound to 86 cents. Rib steak 
was six cents lower at $1.65 a 


pound while ground beef at 79 
a pound and arm roast at $1,11 
a pound were each a penny 
cheaper, 
Ham was higher with a 
shank portion two cents higher 
at 93 cents a pound and a butt 
portion up three cents to $1.04 
a pound. 
Center cut chops were up six 
cents to $1.85 while pork steak 
fell three cents to $1.13 a 
pound and pork blade roast 
was a penny cheaper at $1.10 a 
pound. 
whole fryer chicken was 
two cents a pound higher at 54 
cents while cut up parts re­ 
mained steady at 61 cents a 
pound. 


A gallon of whole milk fell a 
penny to $1,63 while a gallon of 
2 per cent was steady at $1.56, 
A dozen grade A eggs were 
mixed with extra large at 73 
and large at 68 both up a penny 
and medium at 57 cents two 
cents cheaper. 
A 1‘ 2 pound loaf of white 
bread was a penny higher at 65 
cents while potatoes fell 13 
cents for a 10-pound bag to 
$1.16 and a one pound can of 
coffee was eight cents cheaper 
at $3.61.

St. Louis plant shut down 


LEM AY, .Mo. (.AP' - .Air 
pollution three times higher 
than the emergency level has 
prompted St. Louis County of­ 
ficials to order the closing of 
the NL Industries Titanium 
Division plant. 
“ I felt there was an im­ 
mediate threat to the health of 
the people in that vicinity.” 
Blaine J. Rhoades, county Air 
Pollution Control director, 
said Tuesday in announcing 
the shutdown order. ‘‘I felt 
that I had no alternative.” 
The indefinite closing of the 
plant, which is at the juncture 
of the Mississippi River and 
the River Des Peres near St. 
Louis, is expected to idle about 
900 workers. 
Rhoades said he ordered the 
shutdown after instruments 
recorded very high levels of 
sulfur dioxide and particulate 
matter in the air. He said he 
consulted company officials 
after preliminary findings in­ 
dicated the high concentra­ 
tions. The cfficials, he said, 
agreed to cut the plant’s pro­ 
duction by 50 per cent. 
However, a few hours later, 
when he discovered that the 
pollution was three times 
above the level required to 
decláre an emergency, he 
ordered the shutdown 


Rhoades said the pollution 
was being blown toward the 
river and posed no serious 
threat at this time He said his 
decision, which he called ‘‘the 
most drastic action that could 
be taken,” was based on data 
collected by city and county 
health officials as well as the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency.
